X  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  tor  the  year  1969 0 

Births  in  1969  numbered  56  giving  a  live  Birth  Rate  per  1,000 
estimated  population  of  10.1.  When  standardised  to  enable  it  to  be 
compared  with  other  parts  of  the  country  the  figure  is  13  per  thousand 
standard  population,.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  16®  3 
per  thousand  population,,  Up  to  1965  and  for  at  least  the  preceeding 
ten  years  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  for  the  area  was  above  the 

figure  for  England  and  Wales®  There  has  since  been  a  trend  for  it  to 
be  below® 


Illegitimate  live  births  constituted  13%  of  the  total  live  births® 
This  is  the  highest  level  it  has  been  for  at  least  the  past  ten  years® 
The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  8%*  The  reason  for  this  difference 
may  be  due  to  uneven  application  or  use  of  the  Abortion  Act  from  one 
part  of  the  country  to  another® 

During  the  year  there  were  125  deaths®  This  gives  a  Death  Rate 
22*4  per  thousand  population,.  When  standardised  for  comparison 
purposes  a  death  rate  of  15® 9  per  thousand  standard  population  is 
obtained.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11® 9  per  thousand 
population®  There  has  been  a  tendency  for  the  standardised  Death  Rate 
to  be  rather  above  the  figure  for  England  and  WaD.es® 

Infant  Deaths  amounted  to  one  out  of  56  births  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  18  per  thousand  live  births®  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  also  18®  In  dealing  with  such  small 
numbers ,  no  great  relevance  can  be  placed  on  statistics  but  it  is 
satisfying  to  see  that  it  is  low® 

On  investigating  deaths  due  to  cancer  since  1953  -  shown 
particularly  in  Table  7  -  we  can  see  there  has  been  an  upward  trend® 

On  investigating  the  different  groups  contributing  to  this  picture, 
’’Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus”  and  ’’Other  Malignant  Neoplasms”, 
are  the  two  which  show  some  tendency  to  increase®  One  or  two  points 
must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  assessing  these  figures  -  the 
population  in  the  District  has  increased  by  about  300  since  1950  and 
the  population  is  tending  to  be  of  an  older  age  when  the  occurrence 
of  cancer  is  more  likely® 

In  men  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease 
(Coronary  type  Heart  Disease)  and  the  next  commonest  was  Cerebro 
Vascular  accident  (strokes  and  allied  conditions)®  In  women  the 

commonest  cause  of  death  was  Malignant  Disease  and  the  next  commonest 
cause  was  strokes. 
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Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  in  the  Mablethorpe  and 
u  on  area  are  an  unreliable  index  of  the  incidence  of  infection 
but  from  experience  in  other  areas  it  appears  that  the  expected 
epidemic  of  measles  in  the  winter  of  1969  was  aborted  as  a  result  of 
measles  vaccination.  There  have  since,  however,  been  a  fair  number 
of  cases  throughout  the  County,  and  it  is  imperative  that  measles 
inoculation  be  maintained  particularly  in  the  1  -  2  year  old. 

9oes  without  saying  that  the  level  of  immunisation  against 
lphthena ,  whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  against  Poliomyelitis  and 
Smallpox  must  also  be  maintained* 


Since  last  years  Report  was  written  there  have  been  some 
welcome  additions  in  local  services.  I  am  pleased  to  say  there  is 
again  a  Local  Authority  Chiropodist  in  the  area.  Admission  of  the 
elderly  to  Geriatric  beds  has  been  easier  perhaps  as  a  result  of  the 
new  beds  which  have  been  opened  in  Grimsby.  Dental  Services  in  the 
area  are,  however,  limited  and  attempts  to  attract  a  full  time  Dentist 
to  the  Mablethorpe  area  have  so  far  been  unsuccessful. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Long  and  his  staff  for  their 
kind  assistance  through  the  year.  I  would  also,  like  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

Clinic  Provisions 


A .Health  Clinic  for  Infants  and  Toddlers  is  provided  where  the  mother 

is  advised  about  care  of  the  child  and  where  its  subsequent  development 

can  be  kept  under  review  up  to  the  age  of  five  years,  when  it  starts 

school.  The  Clinic  is  well  attended  and  its  success  is  to  a  large  extent 

due  to  the  work  of  Miss  Hutchinson,  the  Health  Visitors  whose  Headquarters 
are  at  the  Clinic* 


Immunisation  is  provided  against  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and  Measles* 

A  monthly  Cytology  Clinic  has  been  held  at  the  Clinic  for  the  past 
six  years  for  the  early  detection  of  Cancer  of  the  cervix*  The  Clinic 
has  so  far  detected  two  positive  cases  and  two  doubtful  cases 0 
As  well  as  taking  a  specimen  for  examination  at  the  Laboratory  the  patient 
is  given  a  pelvic  examination  and  examination  of  the  breasts* 

It  is  essential  that  all  sections  of  the  community  should  make  use 
of  this  facility*  Only  then  will  it  be  giving  its  maximum  benefit*  Any 

woman  between  25-65  years  of  age  may  attend  but  particularly  the  35-55 
year  age  group  are  invited* 

An  appointment  can  be  made  by  ringing  Mablethorpe  3250  between 
9  and  10  a*m*  The  Clinic  is  conducted  by  a  lady  Doctor* 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes  are  provided  for  expectant  mothers 
to  help  them  understand  the  principles  of  childbirth  and  hence  allay  their 
fears  and  also  to  give  them  instruction  in  the  care  of  the  new  born  baby 
in  readiness  for  the  birth* 

I  am  pleased  to  say  the  we  now  have  a  Chiropody  service  at  the 
Clinic  again. 
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Again  this  summer  from  June  -  September  between  12  a.m.  and 
1  p.m0  two  of  the  local  Medical  Practitioners  and  a  District  Nurse 
are  holding  a  Surgery  at  the  Clinic  for  treatment  of  patients  - 
local  people  and  visitors  —  who  require  dressings .

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1969  dealing 
with  the  environmental  health  service  for  inclusion  in  the  Medical 
Officer’s  Annual  Report* 

The  form  of  the  report  must  follow  those  of  previous  years  because 
of  the  requirements  of  the  various  Ministry  Circulars  and  Statutory 
Instruments  * 

Considerable  interest  is  now  being  taken  nationally  and  indeed 
locally  in  the  prevention  of  pollution  in  all  its  various  forms* 

My  Council  are  very  alive  to  this  problem,  having  spent  some 
£219,500  on  the  provision  of  a  modern  sewage  works  thus  ensuring 
the  cleanliness  of  our  beaches*  A  constant  watch  must  now  be  kept 
on  the  disposal  of  waste  in  its  several  forms  from  the  Humber  Bank 
and  North  Lincolnshire  development  schemes* 

The  several  schemes  proposed  for  the  discharge  of  this  waste 
into  the  sea  could,  if  not  properly  controlled,  cause  serious 
pollution  to  the  beaches  on  this  stretch  of  the  coast*  This  must 
be  prevented  at  all  costs* 

I  am  most  grateful  for  the  co-operation  and  kindness  of 
Dr*  J*E*  Lee,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  of  my  colleagues  and 
staff  during  the  year* 

A  new  interest  appears  to  have  developed  by  Members  of  the 
Committees  in  Public  Health  and  Housing  matters  for  which  I  am  most 
grateful*  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
•Public  Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  their  continual  support 
throughout  the  year*

The  above  results  show  quite  clearly  that  the  bacteriological 
standard  of  the  water  supply  is  quite  satisfactory,  The  hardness 
of  the  water  is  now  causing  considerable  trouble  in  the  hot  water 
systems  throughout  the  district  by  ’furring1  the  boilers  and  pipes « 
This  is  unusual  here,  the  District  having  been  so  used  to  a  very  soft 
water  from  the  Maltby  Bore  supply, 

_ water  pressure  at  the  North  End  of  Mablethorpe  has  improved 
considerably  with  the  introduction  of  the  new  ring  main.  Only  on  the 
two  peak  days  was  difficulty  experienced®

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  volume  of  refuse  to  be  collected  and  disposed  of  again 
increased  due  to  the  completion  of  new  houses  and  chalet  parks*  The 
modern  systems  of  domestic  heating  using  gas,  electricity  and  oil, 

general  refuse  disposal  problem  at  the  properties  concerned, 
w  ich  of  course  increased  the  volume  to  be  collected  and  disposed  of 
by  the  Local  Authority* 

The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  town  is  growing  so  fast  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  collection  vehicles  in  the 
very  near  future  to  maintain  the  weekly  collection  in  the  summer  time. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  now  solved  for  several  years  to  come 
apart  from  the  normal  day  to  day  problems  which  occur. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles  -  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

Twe'J-ve  motor  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  above  Act. 

This  action  has  been  quite  informal  and  tipping  facilities  were  offered 
to  the  persons  concerned.  A  survey  was  made  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  which  showed  some  75  old  cars,  etc.,  in  the  district.  None  were 
found  on  the  highways.  The  majority  were  on  land  adjoining  garages,  which 
sell  them  through  the  scrap  trade  from  time  to  time.

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There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications 
by  persons  occupying  rooms  or  furnished  houses  with  an  increase  in 
those  from  controlled  tenants  and  owners/occupiers 0  The  turnover  of 
houses  remains  pretty  well  the  same  as  in  previous  years ,  giving  an 
approximate  two  year  waiting  period 0  Several  exchanges  have  been 
allowed  with  Council  tenants  in  other  parts  of  the  district 0  This,  is 
considered  by  the  Housing  Committee  to  be  good  practice  in  as  much  as 
it  allows  persons  seeking  work  togo  into  the  industrial  areas  and 
at  the  same  time  it  allows  retired  people  to  reside  in  this  area,. 

The  number  of  repairs  continue  to  be  about  the  same,  but  the  cost 
of  such  works  has  risen  very  considerably*  This  is  due  to  the  high
